All the outward indications point 
to a merging of the Pacifie question 
with the naval ratio problem, so far 
as the final decisions of some of the 
foreign nations are concerned. No 
reply from Tokio regarding the naval!

the Japanese government also is ready 
to make some expression on the four- 
power proposal. It is possible that 
in the final analysis, the questions of 
'Shangtung and China generally may 
also become interwoven in the general 
scheme, before a specific and definite 
settlement of any of these elements 
is reached. 


Blanket Understanding. 


Thus, it would not surprise close ob- 
servers here if the whole range of con- 
troversies 
gathered in the end under one blanket 
understanding, to be translated then 
into severa] formal instruments of 
agreement. 

Both Japanese and Chinese re- 
ficeted optimism over the Shan- 
tung negotiations tonight after 
unother meeting in which Japan 
offered to give up the public property 
in th eleased territory of Kiauchau, 
as another step toward meting the 
(Chinese sition. In the committee 
of the w ole of the nine nations, a 
resolution was adopted during the day 
pledging respect for China’s neutrality 
in future wars, and another restrict- 
ing the uses of foreign radio facilities 
on Chinese soil. 

There is a general feeling that all 
of these subjects—the Chinese ques- 
tions, Shantung, the naval raito and 
the new “cooling-off” treaty—may all 
inove along concurrently so that none 
of them reaches definite settlement 
until all are ready to be lumped into 
a final program of accomplishment. 

Although some of those who are 
sponsoring the new four-power plan 
have gone so far as to prepare a tenta- 
tive treaty draft, there are several 
details on which the plenipotentiaries 
have not yet presented their views 
in their informal exchanges. There 
seems to be a universal confidence, 
however, that details easily can be 
adjusted, once the principle involved 
bas unanimous acceptance. 

One “Acceptance.” 

Thus far, Great Britain alone of 
the four powers has given an “ac- 
ceptance in principle,’ but her dele- 
gates, like those of Japan, have ca- 
bled home for further instructions be- 
fore going into a more definitive dis- 
cussion of a treaty draft. ‘The Japa- 
nese and American delegates are pro- 
ceeding slowly, apparently taking into 
account the special requirements of 
their respective governmental systems, 
and the French are said to have taken 
very little part, so far, im the con- 
yersations, 

It was at a meeting of the “big 
three” nearly a week ago that the 
project is understood to have taken 
such form as to permit of its trans- 
mission to the London and Tokio for- 
eign offices for instructions. What 
passed at this meeting has been care- 
fully guarded, and until today no au- 
thoritative spokesman would confirm 
or deny the many and varied reports 
of proposed “alliances,” “understand- 
ings” and “gentlemen’s agreements.” 
The official American spokesman still 
remained silent tonight, but from 
other sources it became known what 
the American attitude had been. 

The American delegates, it was said,

Constitutional Limits. 

On the other hand, the American 
group found itself bound by well-de- 
fined restrictions in view of the con- 
stitutional limitations of the executive 
in treaty making and the long-estab- 
lished national policy of non-involv- 
ment in foreign entun: 
foreign plenipotentiaries are under- 
stood to have been told frankly that 
the American delegation could not 
consider any proposal approaching an 
alliance, and that even if such a thing 
were negotiated, the American senate 
never would ratify it. 

The problem then became a ques- 
tion of finding such a basis of agree 
ment as would impel Japan and 
Great Britain to abrogate the alliance, 
and at the same time be assured of 
senate ratification. At one time a 
system of compulsory arbitration trea- 
ties is said to have been considered 
and abandoned. in the plan now un- 
der consideration the American dele- 
gates are understood to feel confident 
of senate support. and the intima- 
tions coming unofficially from both 
Japanese and British sources indicate 
that the proposal also is receiving fa- 
vorable consideration at London and 
Tokio. The position of France, 
brought in because of her large in- 
terests in the Far East, is less clearly 


efined. 
Six Months’ Period. 


In the long string of “cooling off” 
treaties negotiated by W. J. Bryan 
when he was secretary of state, the 
period of suspension of hostilities for 
discussion and possible arbitration is 
fixed at six months. The same provis- 
ion has been suggested in some quar- 
ters for the new four-power agree- 
ment, while from other sources have 


'eome proposals for a longer or short- 


er period. In the main, the tendency 
has been to follow closely the prin- 
ciples of the Bryan _ treaties, but 
whether the six months’ stipulation 
will be adopted unchanged remains to 
be determined. 

Another point not yet entirely set- 
tled is whether, like the Bryan trea- 
ties, the new instrument is to exempt 
from the “cooling off” provision such 
controversies as may involve “nation- 
al honor.” Among the American del- 
ezates there is said to be a conviction 
that such disputes should not be sub- 
jected to enforced delay and investi- 
gation, but rather that all the nations 
concerned should be left_free to act 
promptly in every case where it was 
considered that national honor had 
been affronted.

‘The impor- 
tant developments of the day in- 
cluded : 


Adoption of a resolution involving 
the preservation of the territorial in- 
tegrity of China, giving her control 
over all foreign wireless stations on 
Chinege soil. 

Adoption of a resolution providing 
for the neutrality of China in future 
wars to which China is not a party. 
. Agreement by the Japanese delega- 
tion, subject in part to approval by 
Tokio, that all public property in the 
Keau Chau leasehold of the Shantung 
province be transterred to China. 

A tentative agreement by the Jap- 
anese delegation to delay no longer 
than Saturday further discussion of 
control of the Keau Chau-Tsinanfu 
railway in Shantung. 

Somewhat offsetting the program 
made toward satisfactory settlement 
of points of contention between Chi- 
na and Japan were assertions and de- 
nials vf further resignations and dis- 
— within the Chinese delega- 
ion, 

Dr. Alfred Sze, Chinese minister to 
Washington, and one of China’s dele- 
gates, denied that there had been any 
resignations of high officials other 
than that of Dr. Philip K. C. Tyan 
as general secretary, which was an- 
nounced Monday. 

When the Japanese and Chinese 
delegations met late today to continue 
“conversations” looking to a sgettle- 
ment of the Shantung’ controversy, 
Mr. Hanihara, for Japan, agreed that 
all public properties in the former 
leasehold would be trans- 
ferred to China, subject to the refund- 
ing by China for all monies spent by 
Japan under Japanese tenure. 

China’s refusal to pay Japan for 
the properties developed under the 
German regime must, however, be re- 
ferred to Tokio.

If a system of air routes and air- 

dromes is established, the committee 
declared, passenger and freight lines 
will be developed.

As a part of the system of air 
routes, there would be developed a 
meteorological service, lack of which, 
it is said, now impedes air travel. 

The committee also recommends 
continuation of the air mail service, 
and further studies of the use of 
helium. the non-explosive gas, in 
which America has a monopoly. 

Studies French Pian. 


The department of commerce _ re- 
cently has given considerable study to 
the development of commercial avia- 
tion in France, where government ac- 
tivities are credited with having been 
of great benefit. It is thought that 
if a bureau were created in this 
country, some of the French practices 
might be followed. 

The French provide subsidies to 
airplane operating companies, super- 
vise the manufacture of airplanes and 
motors, and carry on extensive re- 
search work. 


Start Experiments 
With Sheep Glands 
To Help Children 


Chicago, December 7.—Sheep glands 
administered to backward and subnor- 
mal children will enable those chil- 
dren to make up for lost time in their 
classes, according to Dr. Frank G. 
Brunner, director of special schools, 
in announcing the start of sheep gland 
experiments today. 

Observations of the success of the 
experiments are to be made in a 
school of 200 backward children. 
Pituitary and parathyroid glands are 
being used. is 

“We do not contemplate injection 
of the secretion of the glands,” Dr. 
Brunner explained. “The gland is in 
the form of a dessicated tablet and 
will be fed at stated intervals. Ex- 
periments under my direction in New 
York indicate that the use of this 
gland will be successful in curing the 
defects of mentally subnormal chil- 
dren in New York.

ed Birdsong in his fight, were sought 
by a mob and lynched, it was stated. 

Birdsong was wanted by the Oconee 
authorities on a charge of having en- 
tered the home of a prominent farmer 
Saturday while the latter was in Ath- 
ens and frightening his wife and 
daughter. 

When Brown went to Birdsong’s 
home to arrest him he resisted and 
fired upon him, ‘inflicting a wound. 
He then escaped, and a posse was 
formed. 


Dooley Wounded. 


Sunday afternoon Birdsong was 
surrounded in a gulley near Snow’s 
mill, and again put up a fight, wound- 
ing Fred Dooley, a member of the 
posse. He was in turn’killed by the 
officers. Dooley was brought to an 
Athens hospital for treatment and is 
said to be seriously wounded. 

The other two negroes were lynched 
late in the afternoon after being 
charged with furnishing Birdsong 
with ammunition.

and at the same time the needed rey- 
enues would be raised without the evil 
effects now resulting from the pres- 
ent excessive rates of taxation.”

“To reduce the surtax rates to a 
maximum of 25 per cent and graduat- 
ing the reductions throngh all the 
brackets,’ he says, “would mean an 
apparent loss of abeut $130,000,000 
in revenue, A 20 per cent maximum 
rate on the same basis would involve a 
revenue loss ef about $200,000,000. 
Other adjustments which should be 
made would probably involve’ an 
amount equal te that made in the 
surtax rates.

PAPER TO BE MADE 


OF COTTON LINTERS 


Announcement from Washington 
today by the research bureau of the 
Interstate Cotton Seed Crushers’ as- 
sociation, the national organization of 
the oil mill products trade, that the 
commodity known as cotton lintérs 
has at last been adopted by paper 
manufacturers as a successful substi- 
tute for cotton rags in the making 
of high-grade bond, ledger and book 
paper, marks the culmination of many 
years of persistent scientific expert- 
mentation. 

Linters suitable for paper making 
are produced by second and third cut- 
tings of the fiber left on the seed 
after ginning, the first cut having 
supplied the requirements of the bed- 
ding and mattress trades. It is nec- 
essary to remove more or less of this 
lint to enable the mills to oxtract the 
maximum of oil. 

During the war, the government 
used the entire production of linters 
to provide the necessary cellulose 
basis for smokeless powder and other 
high explosives in the munitions pro- 
gram. Special machinery and proc- 
esses had to be devised to properly 
clean and bleach cotton linters to meet 
paper-making requirements and pro- 
duce clean, white paper of suitable 
strength and texture.

“Babe” Ruth is in trouble, his em- 
ployers are in the same fix, and the 
players on the New York Yank>?es’ 
roster have had their chance spoiled 
for participation in another wor!d's 
series—all on account of a ruling 
that never should have been incor- 
— in the !aws of organiz*d base- 
all. 

This department has no desire 10 
criticize Judge Landis for the pen- 
alty he put on “Babe” Ruth. J:s- 
tinctly to the contrary, we believe 
that baseball’s high commissioucr was 
rather lenient in dealing wizh such a 
flagrant disregard of the rules. 

Our kick altogether is on the taw. 
wuich forbids any -post-s2ries activ- 
ity for players fortunate enourn to 
have taken part in the play tor the 
world’s baseball title. 

We would say “amen” sere the| 
magnates in every organ:zed league 
to set their foot on any fusther zo'd- 
digging by the players after the regu- 
lar season has come to an end.

Attorneys for the governor will 
complete their arguments on the mo- 
tions to quash the indictments tomor- 
row night. The state, which has 
asked for four or five days to answer, 
will begin Tuesday of next week.

This will bring the 
arguments wp to a few days before 
Christmas. 

C. C. Leforgee, of Decatur, and Al- 
exander F,. Beaubein, of Waukegan, 
attacked the conspiracy and embezzle- 
ment indictments today as _ insuffi- 
cient, vague and uncertain, and cited 
a long list of court decisions in sup- 
port of their contention.

Former Glories of France to 
Share Place of Allied 
Generalissimo’s Feats. 


New Orleans, December 7.—New 
Orleans, which has the largest per- 
centage of French population of any 


city in the United States, is prepared 
to extend notable greeting tomorrow 
to Marshal Foch. ‘The welcome to 
the allied generalissimo will be given 
a decided Gallic tinge here, and for- 
mer glories of France, as well as the 
honors Foch won in the great war, 
will be remembered. 

Veterans of Verdun and veterans of 
Sedan will mingle in the celebration. 
Every American patriotic organiza- 
tion will participate, but the city, 
which for more than a century has 
celebrated Bastile day, is prepared to 
give France, or rather, her American 
sons, the place of honor. 

_Marshal Foch is scheduled to ax 
rive at 9 a. m., and to be receiv 
with a salute of twenty-one guns. He 
will be conducted direct to St. Louis 
cathedral, where will be said a vic- 
tory mass, reminiscent of the ceremo- 
nial that greeted Andrew Jackson on 
his return from the battle of New Or- 
leans. ‘Then, in the Cabildo, next 
door to the cathedral, and fronting the 
Place d’armes, the ceremony of the 
Louisiana purchase will be re-enacted, 
a hundred and sixteen years after the 
famous transfer of the new west from 
France to the United States. The 
American Legion will be in charge. 
The marshal will be given a _ fac- 
simile of the purchase treaty. 

After breakfast, as the guest of the 
Knights of Columbus, the visitor will 
review a military parade, after which 
he will attend receptions at the French 
consulate and the Sacred Heart con- 
vent.

Washington, December 7.—Efforts 
are being made to constitute a “legal 
to carry on the govern- 
ment in Guatemala, following the 
overthrow of the regime of Presiden: 
Carlos Herrera, according to advices 
from Guatemala City received here 
tonight by Francisco Sanchez Latour, 
formerly national treasurer of Guate- 
mala, and representative in America 
of the liberal party, which accom- 
plished the revolt against Herrera. 

The dispatch as received by Mr. 
Latour stated that President Herrera 
had resigned in favor of the present 
provisional government, in order that 
there might be no break in the con- 
tinuity of government, and that ef- 
forts were being made to have a law- 
ful, constituent essembly ratify the 
change in administration. The Guate- 
malan capital, which was the center 
of the revolution, Mr. Latour’s dis- 
patches added, was calm. Only three 
persons were said to have been killed. 

Dispatches received during the day 
by American officials, however, said 
approximately twelve persons were 
killed. These dispatches add that the 
revolt was carried out in about five 
hours, or between midnight Monday 
and 5 o'clock Tuesday morning, and 
that Herrera was being held a pris- 
oner in his residence and the mem- 
bers of the cabinet in a military 
prison,
